Out of the long battle 
between these warring interests, (which, during the past 
thirty years has been the means of exposing the villain- 
of the milocrats, mine-claimers, and land-claimers); 
has arisen a third party, viz., that of the peoples (or 
producers) of which you are one of the exponents. 

The means by which the workingmen of both coun- 
ies have been oppressed, who are the large majority of 
all nations, are also easy to be perceived. They were 
alike in both countries. The first of these is—the im¬ 
pious monopoly of the Gifts of the Deity, viz., the 
lands, mines, and water-courses.

It is very sad indeed ; and I know nothing that 
gives cause to a patriot for more anxiety tiian ti"'i 
condition of matters in the South. It is quite true 
that the same hate exists in the minds of bad men 
that did before the war, and it may break out 
in the same way in the course of ten or fifteen 
years, as soon as the boys born daring the war 
shall have arrived at nearly manhood, and those 
who were boys in the war at the South,and brought 
up in hate of the North, shall have come to man’s 
estate and got control of affairs. 

You need not fear, however, that I shall do any¬ 
thing contrary to the record I have made. 

There is no truth in the report. I have made no 
such allusion or promise as specified in your note.* 

It would not be proper, of course, for me to say 
what wonld be my action in Congress, but I think 
it will satisfy those who have confidence in me.

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RELIGIOUS FREEDOM—THE BIBLE IN 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

EXTRACT OF A LECTURE BY REV. J. W. CHADWICK. I 

Underlying this question of whether the Bible 
shall or shall not be made use of in our public I 
schools, there is another, which according as we 
answer it, will seriously affect our answer to the 
question close at hand. It is none other than this: 
Is the common school system a good system ? Is it 
right to tax everybody in the State for the Educa¬ 
tion of the children in the State, whether the person 
taxed has any children or not ? Is it right to com¬ 
pel the education of every child in the community ? I 
believe that it is. I believe that Yes, a good strong 
Yes, is the right answer to these questions. I am 
not unaware of the objections that can be and that 
have been urged against compulsory Education. I 
don’t think any man has any right to feel quite sure 
of his position on this subject tilllie has read in Her¬ 
bert Spencer’s Social Statics the indictment which 
that master of thought has produced against this 
system. But after all that he has said I am still 
unconvinced that ignorance is not the mother of 
crime,and that in self-defence theState oughtnotto 
compel the education of every child within its limits. 

A little learning,” says Lord Bacon, “inclineth 
ten’s minds to Atheism, but depth of knowledge 
bringeth them back to religion.” And so ill felt, 
that our free school system was the enemy of public 
morals instead of its best friend,I wonld insist that 
because the education was not so thorough¬ 
going as it should be. Granted that the worst 
knaves in the community are the knowing,educated 
knaves, I would still say that however it may be 
with trees, it cannot be tbe right way of improv-1 
ing one branch of a man’s life to lop of another. 
The one danger of American Republicanism to-day 
is that proceeding from its demagogues. This 
growing class of men, who tickle the dear people 
with a straw under the throat while they plunge a | 
bowie-knife into their backs, have no fulcrum for 
the gigantic lever of their rascality to rest upon 
but the ignorance of the masses. If yon wonld 
make an end of demagogues—and who except the 
demagogues themselves would not, could they be 
known for what they are—you must educate the 
people. The South could never have been dra¬ 
gooned into the rebellion if there had been there 
such a system of free schools as we had at the 
North. 

Between Herbert Spencer’s idea that the State 
has no right to compel education at all, and the 
position of Horace Mann that it has not only the 
right to compel it but also the right to organize and 
direct it, there is a middle ground on which the

°’P art at llle ri sk of growing rough on the one 
hand, and sentimental on the other, beyond all 
reasonable limits. 

If compulsory education organized and directed 
by the State is not a good thing, and we make up 
our minds that it is not, then it will remain for us 
to choose which system we will serve, the “let 
alone ” policy of Herbert Spencer, or the half¬ 
way policy of Mill, or the maintenance of secta¬ 
rian, and other private schools at the public ex¬ 
pense, which is the ultra Roman Catholic policy 
of the present day. But if compulsory education 
organized and directed by the State is a good 
thiqg, as thus far the great majority of people in 
the Eastern,Middle and Western States are agreed, 
such education must be absolutely secular; tbere 
must be no special religious instruction in the 
public schools. So far is the demand for the com¬ 
plete secularization of the public schools from 
being a blow aimed at their existence, it is tbe 
only ground on which they can logically exist. 

This is the position of those persons who desire 
the exclusion of the Bible from the public schools. 
The questions it presents to us are two in number. 

I. Why is this the only logical basis for a system 
of free schools ? Becanse such schools are sup¬ 
ported by the community at large. The commu¬ 
nity at large is divided into various sects. These 
various sects hold with greater or less tenacity to 
different sets of sectarian opinions. They want to 
imbue their childrens’ minds with these opinions, 
and they do not want them imbued with any 
others. No one sect has any right to presume 
thatt its views are more precious to it than are 
other views to other sects. This is forgotten 
every day. People seem to think that it is farther 
from New York to Brooklyn than from Brooklyn 
to New York. My opinions are very distasteful 
to (jliem ; it does not occur to them that theirs arc 
equally so to me. And coming down to the ease 
in haud, it is very certain that Roman Catholics 
are just as determined in their way of thinking, as 
Protestants are in theirs. 

But to exclude the Bible from the public schools 
for these reasons would be to imply that the very 
rtDtiUi/iaLiJie Bible 4i the public schools involves 
Jtaflanism. It does, and for this reason : it 
'elves certain opinions concerning the Bible 
which are not held by ail sects alike. There are 
at least four different ways of looking at the Bible 
ipside of Christianity. I. The ultra Protestant way, 1 
that every word of il is the word of God. II. The 
moderate Protestant way, that it is part human, 
part divine. HI. The Radical Protestant view, 
that it is purely human. IY. The Catholic view, 
that its inspiration and its usefulness are con¬ 
ditional on the interpretation of the church. 
These are the views inside of Christianity. But 
there are in our public schools iu New York and 
Brooklyn a great many Jews, who only accept the 
Old Testament,and that without any of the chapter j 
headings of the Protestant version, which give to 
it a meaning to which neither good Jews or good 
critics can agree. 

Here are in all five ways of looking at the Bible 
which are sure to be practically illustrated in 
every good sized city in America. But to pat the 
Bible in the public schools, as the only book of | 
religious instruction and devotion, is to declare by 
implication in favor of the ultra Protestant view 
contempt of all the others. It is to say, as the 
majority of those opposed to secularization have 
said, that every word of the Bible is the word of | 
God. It is very eommon to talk about tbis matter 
if the only difference between Catholics and 
Protestants was the difference between the King 
James and the Douay versions of the Bible. But 
this is the smallest part of it, though if it 
whole, though it would not be as deep as a well or 
as wide as a door, it would be enough. If the 
Catholic believes that the Douay version i3 the 
true version, it is a sin against his conscience to 
make him read another. He does believe this 
honestly as the Protestant believes in the King 
James translation. Do I? That is neither here 
nor there. I do not. The Protestant translation 
seems to me far juster than the Catholic, though far 
enough from being altogether just. But I must 
put myself in the Catholic's place, not him in mine. 
Were this the only ground of Catholic dissatisfac¬ 
tion, this difference of translations, it would be 
sectarianism to enforce our translation upon Catho¬ 
lics. But this is the smallest part of the difference. 
The great bulic and weight of it is that the Catholic 
believes that unless interpreted by the church the 
Bible may do more harm than good. He believes 
this honestly. In view of this belief is it then fair 
to force upon him the Bible in a translation which he 
does not accept; without that interpretation which 
he feels is the best part of it 
With the Jew, the ease is still harder. For the 
New Testament, which in the schools is much more 
read from than the Old, is entirely repugnant to his 
feelings. 

The moderate Protestant is least aggrieved, for 
although he believes that the Bible is part God’s 
word and part somebody’s else, he has no means 
whatever for discovering where God’s word leaves 
off, and the other begins, which do not cut up his 
whole theory of revelation by the roots. 

The Radical Protestant, who represents a larger 
class with every forward step of science and in¬ 
telligence in the community, has certainly a right 
to be aggrieved, if he is not. The majority of 
teachers may be wise in their selections, but there 
is sure to be a large minority who are not so. Nor 
do the dear souls always stop with reading. They 
go on and interpret, as did a teacher to my knowl¬ 
edge in the cultivated city of Boston during the 
war. She read the story of how Joshua toppled 
down the walls of Jericho by having trumpets

1ms it appears that the reading of the Bible in 
the public schools involves an assumption which is 
'J sectarian, because it is logically opposed 
by Catholics, moderate Protestants. Radical Prot¬ 
estants and Jews, and practically by three out of 
four of these classes ; an assumption'which cannot 
be fairly made so long as all these classes are 
taxed equally for the support of the public schools. 
Etther then the Bible should be excluded from the 
public schools, or every person who objects to its 
being read should have his school tax remitted, 
that he may educate his children ont of the public 
schools in ways to which his conscience eau agree. 

II. And now we come to the second question 
which is : Are there any counter reasons that out¬ 
weigh these ? If complete secularization is not the 
only basis foronr system of public free schools, why 
is it not ? Many reasonshave been offered. I will se¬ 
lect some of the strongest I have met with and state 
them as fairly as I can, but I will first give you 
on e of the worst—that you may jud.-L w (. ether “ the 
kept spirit which judgeth all thiugs,yea thedlieep things of 
• God,” has in all eases been consulted by those who 
call themselves the 1 ‘ friends of the Bible. ” One or 
the most earnest of these friends, at a great pub- 
hc meeting in Cincinnati, gave as a reason why the 
Bible should not be excluded from the public schools 
the following statement: 

“ Only yesterday, the daily journals contained 
counts of a startling deed of blood, perpetrated in 
the streets of this city on the evening previous. 
At the conclusion of some account of the individ¬ 
ual who had wielded the knife with bucIi terrible 
effect, the solution of the whole transaction 
inadvertently given; the unfortunate man had 
spent the early part of the evening in attendance 
upon the meeting at Greenwood Hall. There was 
no Bible there.” 

The meeting at Greenwood Hall you are to un¬ 
derstand was a meeting in favor of exclusion. 
The implied inference is that to exclude the Bible 
from our public schools will make all onr children 
over into murderers. Bat what little force tbis 
argument had, was lost when it was afterward dis¬ 
covered that the desperado had voted in favor of] 
the Bible at the said meeting. Would I infer that 
therefore he committed murder that same night. 
God lorbid ! and that the inference was drawn the 
other way only shows how “ angry for Christ’s 
sake” men sometimes get in a way that Paul would 
not commend, and how far the discussion of this 
question has drifted from its anchorage in troth, 
sincerity and love. 

Forgetting then this worst reason, let ns con¬ 
sider some of the best that have been given. 

I. We are told that tbis is a Christian land. If this 
were a practical assertion I would like very much 
to believe it; i. e., if it meant that the virtues and 
the graces which we all call Christian, honesty, 
purity, benevolence, charity, fidelity, sincerity and 
so on, are co-extensive with our national life. I 
wonld like very much to believe it, and I do believe 
that here in America we have a fair proportion of | 
men and women who possess these virtues and 
graces. But there is great room for improvement, 
especially in all onr political and civil relations. But 
this is not what is meant. What is meant is that the 
nation is organically, legally Christian. What are 
the proofs. First, that when Columbus landed he 
took possession in the name of the great faith by 
which he was inspired. Bnt if this proves anything 
it proves too much,for Columbus took possession in 
the name of Roman Catholic Christianity, and that 
is just what the anti-secular party do not believe 
in. And then too, supposing it should be proved 
that America was discovered by the Norsemen 
long before the time of Columbus, would it follow 
that we ought to at once subvert our worship and go 
back to tbe worship of Thor and AVoden, and sub¬ 
stitute the Norseman’s heavenly drinking boutl 
for our own thought of immortality ? The asking 
of such questions answers them. 

The second proof that this is legally a Christian 
country is that the Pilgrim Fathers intended to form 
a Christian Commonwealth. They certainly did. 
More than this they intended to form a Puritan Com¬ 
monwealth. Therefore they turned out Anne Hutch¬ 
inson into the wilderness, and set Roger Williams 
adrift with all manner of disrespect, and hang i 
Mary Dyer and a few more Quakers on Boston 
Common. If what the Pilgrim Fathers intended 
to do is then a measuring stick for what we ought j 
to do to-day, we ought to iiang and banish all who 
are not Puritans, and after the hanging and the 
banishing was all over "-Epluribus unum ” one 
of many, wonld be a more appropriate motto than 
it is now, for there would be only one person, viz., 
the hangman left oat of our thirty-nine millions, so 
completely has the Puritan conception of life been 
superceded by other and more beautiful concep¬ 
tions. 1 do not forget that the great convention of | 
Congregationalists that met in Boston a few years 
ago, went to Plymouth Rock and voted themselves 
Puritans. But the wonder is the rock didn’t split 
with laughter at the very mention of such an evi¬ 
dent absurdity. The Church of the Pilgrims in 
this city has a piece of Plymouth Rock, about as 
big as my two hands, set into its facade. As that 
piece is to the whole church edifice, which every 
day is getting bigger, so is the Puritanism of 1620 
to the American civilization and Christianity of to¬ 
day. 

The third proof adduced iu this connection, is 
the Declaration of Independence. Bat the Declar¬ 
ation of Independence is not Protestant, nor is it 
even Christian, unless Christianity presumes to 
claim exclusive property in God. If auy of you are 
tempted to think that it should so presume, “I will 
only,” in the words of John Ruskin, “ pray yon to 
read with patience, and human sympathy, the 
thoughts of men who lived without blame in a dark¬ 
ness they could not dispel ; and to remember that, 
whatever charge of folly may justly attach to the 
saying,—‘ There is no God,’ the folly is prouder, 
deeper and less pardonable iu saying ‘there 
is no God but for me. But though the Declaration 
of Independence were a Protestant document it 
would still utterly fail of any binding force. It is 
neither constitution nor statute. It does not affect 
any question of legality any more than wonld the 
same amount of blank paper, for all that it is the 
glorious charter of our liberties ; and if tbe men 
who wrote it had ever dreamed that its incidental 
phrases would come in time to serve the purposes 
of bigotry, they would have blotted them out, if 
need were, in the warm blood of their own generous 
hearts. 

But evidently the place to go to find oat whether 
this is a Christian country or a Protestant country, 
or anything but an absolutely free country in mat¬ 
ters of religion,is not to unautborative documents or 
less authoritive traditions, but to the Constitution 
which contains the organic law of the nation. That 
Constitution is neither Protestant nor Christian,

The 
religion of a school-boy is to do his duty ns a 
boot V h , 8t ? d y faithfully ; never to peep 7 in bis 
book ; to be stcRdy and punctual; to tell the sim¬ 
ple troth at all times, thongh he gets whipped for 
doing it; to be honorable in his "play clean in his 
conversation, helpfnl to the slower witted ones 
and never rough and cruel with the great gawkv 
stupid fellows, who feel all their defects with a sad 
painfnlness, and whose mothers love them with a 
pure and holy love. This is the. religion of a 
school boy, and this religion every true manl v man 
and every true womanly woman will teach and 
cannot help teaching, and there isn’t a person in 
the land, Protestant or Catholic, Jew or Atheist, 
so-called, that would think of objecting to such 
teaching, that wouldn’t heartily rejoice In it that 
wouldn’t speed it on its way. 

The feeling that unless a school is opened with re- 
ltgious exercises it loses all its sacredness Is rooted 
in the fearful misconception that the only part of a 
man’s nature, or a boy’s nature, that is sacred, is its 
religiousness. It amounts to saying that God made 
that part of ns and meant it, but that the Devil 
made every other part of us ; or that if God made 
the other parts he made them in jest We shall 
yet come to see that every part of hnman nature 
is sacred, and that we are serving God when we 
are cultivating every part. The body is just as 
much God’s workmanship as the mind, the mind 
just as much his workmanship as the heart, the con¬ 
science or the Religious faculty itself. “ Whether 
you eat or drink, or whatever you do, do all to the 
glory of God,” says the Apostle. But to do things 
in a bad way, and then aay, “Glory be to God,” is 
not the way to do them to his glory, bnt to do them 
in the best wav possible and say nothing. 

I do not underrate the value of Religions teach¬ 
ing, but I feel that the best places for it are the 
Church, the Sunday School, the home. I cannot 
think that a few verses of Scripture chosen with 
little discrimination and read by scholars or to 
them when they are out or breath with their last 
game, is an essential part of such teaching And 
moreover, to this extent the Catholic is right. “The 
Bible does need interpretation.” When he says it 
needs the interpretation of an authoritative Church 
then I disagree with him and say, “ Who gave thee 
this authority ?” But it does need the interpreta¬ 
tion of intelligent, cultivated, large-hearted men 
and women, especially when it is read to a child 
A child had better not hear it read at all than to 
hear it all read, or bear it read in the wrong wav 
I never shall forget a little book of Bible stories 
that I read as a child ; how as I read there came 
a great weight on my heart that, almost broke it, 

I had thought of the world as sweet and beautiful 
I could not bear to tbink that there had been such 
wickedness. There isn’t one mother in a thousand 
that is qualified for reading tbe Bible to her child ■ 
not more than one in that nnmber who will know¬ 
how to answer her boy when she reads to him about 
the flood and he, just back from the country, savi 
to her, “Mama, and did God drown all the little 
squirrels too ? What had they done not more 
than one in that number who conld do any better 
than Mrs. Stowe did when her little girl came to her 
and said, “ Mama, what makes God get mad ?” “ He 
never does, my child.” “Bnt it says in the Bible, 
‘He is angry with his people every day. ’ ” “ Well, 
he has to be angry with sinners to justify his law." 
Of coarse, this didn’t help the matter, so little curlv- 
pate went off by herself and thought it over and in 
the course of naif an hour or so burst ont, “ O 
Mama, I know now what makes God get a’ngrv!

If she is altogether kind and true her chiid will 
jrow with her spiritual image as unavoidably as a 
lower takes up juices of tbe soil in which it grows. 
And no more impossible will it be for teachers to 
religionize their scholars if they are true men and 
women, when their schools have been completely 
secularized. 

III. Bnt, contends the anti-secularist; it is not sec¬ 
ular schools that the Roman Catholics want. It is 
just the opposite. One of their organs has declared 
that if the Bible is removed from the public schools, 
they will be so much the more irreligious than 
they are now, and so much less worthy the support 
of ail good Catholics. And not only is this the talk 
Catholic newspapers and periodicals, but the su¬ 
preme authority the Pope himself, has so pro¬ 
nounced himself. The 45th error condemned in his 
famous syllabus is as follows: 

XLV. The whole control of the public schools, 
wherein theyouth of any Christian State is educated, 
only the Episcopal seminaries being in some degree 
excepted, may and should be assigned to tbe civil 
authority, and so assigned to it, that no right be 
recognized, in auy other authority whatever, to 
interfere with the school discipline, the direction of 
studies, the conferring of degrees, the selection or 
approbation of teachers. 

Error 47 in the same document is that 

XLYIL The best constitution of civil society 
requires that tbe public schools, which are open to 
the children of ail classes,and that public institutions 
universally, which are devoted to higher literary 
aud scientific instruction and to the education of 
youth, be released from all authority of the Church, 
from her moderating influence and interference, 
and subjected wholly to the will of the civil and 
political auttiority, [to be conducted] according to 
the pleasure of the rulers aDd the standard of°the 
common opinions of the age. 

It is very probable that the council of the Vatican 
which is to assemble on the 8th inst., wiUaoree to 
condemn every error condemned iu the syllabus 
and with the rest these that assert the principles of 
common school education. If it does so every 
Roman priest in America will stand pledged’by the 
most solemn vows to do all that he can to undermine 
our present system, and to demand for the support 
of Roman Catholic schools a part of the school 
fund proportionate to the nnmber of scholars 
attending them. Such being the present and pro¬ 
spective state of things, what is the use, it is asked, 
of excluding the Bible from tbe schools ? If it will 
not bring the Catholics back, why do it. ? 

Answer first; because it is right; because tbis 
is the only logical ground on which our schools can 
stand. Time wal when to do this would have 
satisfied the Catholiu party m America, and if it 
had then heen done we should have acquired such 
a hold on the Catholic population that the Pope 
and his Council could not now Beriously weaken it.
